Didsburians have told town 
planners what they want, and 
now it's time to put that into an 
actual hard copy document, says 
Allison Williams, one of the con¬ 
tracted town planners. 

At a public meeting held last 
week, the planners in conjunc¬ 
tion with the town prepared a 
"sounding board" that listed some 
of the major issues that have been 
outlined in past public meetings 
and compiled into general prin¬ 
ciples.

Some 
of the options being considered 
are building a new town office, 
and leasing the current town 
office to the RCMP; building an 
RCMP detachment somewhere 
along SH 582 or another suitable 
location; or renovating the exist¬ 
ing detachment which would gar¬ 
ner a cost of about $500,000 and 
would only be a temporary solu¬ 
tion. 

Residents worried about an 
increase in taxes may be set at 
ease when Parliament says he 
and the council agree that it is 
not something they wish to do to 
cover the cost of a new detach¬ 
ment.

The RCMP became 
aware that there 
was a problem with

SON on firearms in- 

volved in crimes in 

-1 February 1997 ... 

We determined that 
our statistics showed that 
there were 73 firearms involved 
in violent crime compared to 
the Department of Justice find¬ 
ings of 623 firearms involved 
in a violent crime ... It is of 
particular concern that the 
Minister of Justice and the 
Canadian Association of Chiefs 
of Police relied on these statis¬ 
tics when Bill C-68 was being 
processed in Parliament... The 
difference between 623 violent 
firearm crimes credited to the 
RCMP, compared to the ac¬ 
tual number of 73 is signifi¬ 
cant. The Canadian Firearms 
Centre (CFC) staff were un¬ 
willing to meet to confirm 
where the problem occurred 
with the interpretation of the 
1993 RCMP data ... These 
would leave the 1993 data in 
circulation. The incorrect re¬ 
porting of the RCMP statis¬ 
tics could cause the wrong 
public policy or laws to be 
developed and cause research¬ 
ers to draw erroneous conclu¬ 
sions ... Considering that the 
data is clearly marked as be¬ 
longing to the RCMP, we must 
accept responsibility for the 
harm that data may cause. 
For these reasons, something 
must be done to correct the 
data or remove it from circula¬ 


tion." 

The policy and legislative 
decisions which resulted from 
these misleading statistics are 
now interfering with justice 
and public safety. The hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
being wasted on registering 
guns owned by more than five 
million law-abiding Canadians 
is diverting resources from 
programs which would do 
much more to improve public 
safety, such as putting more 
police on the streets. 

In addition, it had also tar¬ 
nished the good name of the 
RCMP. The Department of Jus¬ 
tice and its field unit responsi¬ 
ble for enforcing the Firearms 
Act, and the Canadian Fire¬ 
arms Centre have known 
about these defects since July 
1997, but have continued to 
act based on, or in spite of 
them. 

Bill C-68 was passed on June 
of 1995 despite fierce opposi¬ 
tion from the Reform Party. 
We have promised to repeal 
the Firearms Act when we form 
the government. Until that 
time, the only hope we may 
have for eliminating the Fire¬ 
arms Act is the Alberta Court 
of Appeal. 

Currently, four provinces 
and two territories are before 
the Court of Appeal debating 
the constitutionality of Bill C- 
68. In the coming weeks the 
Courts are expected to decide if 
the federal government has the 
authority to impose and admin¬ 
ister the firearms registry. If 
the Courts rule in favour of the 
federal government, we antici¬ 
pate the provinces taking their 
case to the Supreme Court. The 
Reform Party has ensured that 
the lawyers representing the 
provinces are privy to the Com¬ 
missioner's letters demonstrat¬ 
ing the government relied on 
flawed and misleading firearms 
data to support the Firearms 
Act.

Cause for concern in the courts 


Dear Editor, 

A major subject of concern in 
Alberta is the upcoming Supreme 
Court of Canada decision on the 
Delwin Vriend case on homo¬ 
sexual rights, expected to be 
handed down on Thursday. 

It is widely expected that the 
Supreme Court will decide in fa¬ 
vour of Vriend and will subse¬ 
quently force the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment to add "sexual orienta¬ 
tion” to Alberta's Individual 


Rights Protection Act (IRPA). 

Should the Supreme Court of 
Canada decision be in favour of 
Vriend, we would encourage all 
concerned individuals to contact 
Premier Klein and Justice Min¬ 
ister Jon Havelock urging them 
to invoke Section 33 of the Cana¬ 
dian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms (the notwithstanding 
clause). Invoking this clause 
would protect the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment from having to amend

the Individual Rights Protection 
Act to include sexual orientation. 
Pray for them that they may have 
the courage to make the morally 
right decision.

Including sexual orientation 
in IRPA would undermine tradi¬ 
tional family values and religious 
freedom.

By invoking the notwithstand¬ 
ing clause, the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment would be saying to the Su¬ 
preme Court that, "notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact that you (unelected 
judges) are forcing us to add 
sexual orientation' to the Indi¬ 
vidual Rights Protection Act, we 
will not do so because we, as 
elected representatives, realize 
Albertans do not want this."

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Tedious task of tower painting ... and other town council notes 


Tower restoration 

The painting of the water 
tower is going to be more work 
than originally thought. The 
Town of Didsbury and 
Videotron have reached an 
agreement on the painting of a 
mural on the water tower. 

A proper surface restora¬ 
tion will be necessary to pre¬ 
pare the tower for paint and to 
prolong the structure's life. 
Full restoration includes 
power washing and the appli¬ 
cation of two coats of a pen¬ 
etrating solution. The total 
cost to restore the tower and 
prepare it for painting is 
$11,180. 


The Town will apply for an 
amendment to the current 
Canada/Alberta Infrastructure 
Grant which has $4,882.14 
available to the Town of Dids¬ 
bury until July, 1998. The re¬ 
maining $6,297.86 (Town's 
portion) could come from the 
"Water Supply Reserve" which 
presently holds $11,350.55. 


School scholarship 

There's more money in the 
kitty for DHS's 1998 gradu¬ 
ates. The Town has approved 
a $300 donation to the Dids¬ 
bury High School Scholarship 
Fund. 


Training in technology 

Didsbury will host an Al¬ 
berta Municipal Health and 
Safety Association (AMHSA) 
program April 27-June 25. The 
Computerized Safety Training 
Software (CSTS) is a compu¬ 
ter-based health and safety 
program that is a valuable 
training tool in the area of 
municipal health and safety. 

The program is available to 
all municipal personnel in this 
part of the province. There is 
a registration fee of $50 per 
person and the Town of Dids¬ 
bury will receive $10 for each 
person who registers. 


Show & Shine 

The streets of Didsbury will 
be closing down on May 9. The 
Council granted the tempo¬ 
rary road closure of 20th St. 
and 19th Ave from 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. as requested by the Dids¬ 
bury Show and Shine Organ¬ 
izing Committee. 


Reserve Transfers 

The Council approved the 
transfer of $9,682.02 from the 
Water Supply Offsite Levy Re¬ 
serve account to fund the capi¬ 
tal purchase of land in 1997. 

In 1996, council approved 
the purchase of a piece of prop¬ 
erty from the Moyle estate lo¬ 


cated immediately adjacent to 
the Town Shop. The purchase 
was completed in 1997. 

The Council approved the 
transfer of $12,678.37 from 
the Main Street AHRF Grant 
account to fund the 1997 Main 
Street construction projects. 


Master of disasters 

The Town of Didsbury car¬ 
ried the motion to appoint Wes 
Yeoman as Deputy Director of 
Disaster Services effective 
April 1, 1998. 

The current Deputy Direc¬ 
tor of Disaster Services, 
Willard Swalm, will be step¬ 
ping down.

County plows through storm

Storm assistance 

During the recent snow storm, 
Bill Merchant, public works su¬ 
perintendent, said the plows were 
out in full force. The west side of 
the county was estimated to have 
received approximately 18 to 25 
inches of snow, the east side was 
dumped with 1 to 8 inches. Coun¬ 
cillors from the west expressed 
appreciation that the plows on 
the east were called out to help in 
the west, and the snow was 
cleared away in less time that it 
would have been otherwise. 

Crossing a bridge 

Council has recently heard 
concerns from area farmers that 
they are unable to cross certain 
bridges in the county with their 
farm equipment attached. Ad¬ 
ministration has been examin¬ 
ing the possibilities and legal 
ramifications of lowering cer¬ 
tain bridges in the area. The 
discussion came back to the 
council table at the last meet¬ 
ing, however it was tabled again 
until further information can 
be gathered. It was tabled until 
the April 22 meeting. 

Approaching 

Council is making a request 
that the province improve the 
Secondary Highway 581 ap¬ 
proach road that runs from Car- 
stairs to Hwy. 2. The road was 
turned over to county responsi¬ 
bility and ownership a couple of 
years ago. However, adminis¬ 
tration and council felt that it 
should have been repaired be¬ 
fore the transaction was complete. 
They have chosen to ask the prov¬ 
ince to make the retroactive re¬ 
pairs at their own cost no later 


than 2002, or earlier if deteriora¬ 
tion warrants. The highway re¬ 
quires a pavement overlay. The 
County is suggesting that the 
project be combined with other 
provincial road repairs scheduled 
in the next few years. County 
commissioner, Harold Johnsrude 
told council that he believes the 
province may have set a prec¬ 
edent when they repaired the 
approach road from Didsbury to 
Hwy. 2 before turning it over to 
county control. The specifics of 
the request were accepted for 
information. 

65 years old 

Councillor, Ian Harvie re¬ 
quested that the county send a 
plaque recognizing the 65th an¬ 
niversary of the Eagle Hill 
Store. He said that the store is 
one of the few rural retail stores 
that has lasted so long and felt 
it should be recognized. The 
council unanimously agreed to 
send a plaque. 

Membership mail out 

County council received a let¬ 
ter from the Didsbury Rural 
Crimewatch asking that mem¬ 
bership forms be sent out with 
tax notices, in an attempt to 
bolster numbers. Councillor Ian 
Harvie will go back to the group 
and ask for more details before 
a decision is made. Harvie also 
plans to ask other area Rural 
Crimewatch groups if they had 
a similar idea. 

Direct Control 

Council unanimously voted to 
adopt the Bergen Springs Direct 
Control Regulations.

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Adding a Math teacher at DHS

Recent concerns over Math 
marks at Didsbury High school 
has prompted the school to bring 
in a temporary part-time Math 
specialist. 

Jay Mills was added to the 
math department's roster on 
Wednesday and says he is pre¬ 


pared for the challenges he meets. 

Mills initial assignment is to 
work through the Math 9 cur¬ 
riculum and determine what can 
be used to supplement the learn¬ 
ing materials. He will then take 
a closer look at the Math 12 
program to see if he can dig up 
some of the reason so many DHS 


students from last semester failed 
their diploma exams. 

"He will be working to provide 
some support," says school prin¬ 
cipal Mark Leggette. 

Leggette feels Mills is just the 
man for the tough task of bring¬ 
ing up sagging Math marks. He 
is a Math major graduate from 
the University of Calgary and 
has been teaching for more than 
15 years. 

Mills will be at the school on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fri¬ 
days of each week until the end 
of the school year. He is from 
the Water Valley area and works 
part-time for a forestry com¬ 
pany. 

Mills says he has seen some 
good things going on within the 
school. 

"I've found the attitudes in 
the classroom are good... and 
I've found the students particu¬ 
larly responsible," says Mills. 
He will be working in the class¬ 
room with other math teachers 
to bring the students where they 
should be in terms of achieve¬ 
ment. 

"We'll just be working 
through some difficulties," he 
says. Part of his plan of action is 
to make sure students are un¬ 
derstanding concepts by send¬ 
ing them home with more 
worksheets and practise sheets. 

Mills may also be part of the 
ongoing tutorials to bring stu¬ 
dents who plan to rewrite the 
diploma exams in June, up to 
par. 

"My role is to support the 
staff that are already here," he 
says.

Several months ago I read about a couple from Victoria 
who packed up their camper, drove to Montreal Reader's 
Digest Office, and carrying their official notification trudged 
in to claim their million dollars. Imagine their disappoint¬ 
ment when someone pointed out the fine print that said, "if 
your entry is picked in our final draw.” 

I have grown to hate Reader's Digest Sweepstakes so much 
that I would cancel the magazine, but renewing your sub¬ 
scription is the one RD operation that does not involve a ton 
of paperwork. Unless you notify them that you no longer 
want the magazine your subscription is renewed and the bill 
arrives automatically. Once on the mailing list you are at the 
mercy and another forest becomes clear cut to feed their 
insane advertising program. 

Two and three times a week big fat envelopes arrive from 
Reader's Digest. None of the other letters have ever said, "we 
are starting a new sweepstakes and you are one of six billion 
idiots who may progress to second stage." There is no first 
stage. All Reader's Digest offers begin at "second stage" and by 
some miracle I am always chosen to "be one of the few people 
chosen to "be one of the few people in the Carstairs area who 
have progressed to this point." Sometimes there is a small 
letter that says, "Watch out for the official notification," and 
the next day there is indeed "Official Notification." This is 
what messed up the couple from Victoria. The Official Noti¬ 
fication says, in really big letters, "You Mr. Crawford Jones, 
have been selected as a winner in our million dollar lottery," 
and then in really small letters, "providing your entry is 
picked in our final draw." 

If you happen to be feeling extremely bored, you can open 
the big envelope and play all the feeble, simple minded, and 
pointless games inside. You can peel off several stickers to see 
if you have been issued numbers that match. No one has ever 
had numbers that did not match. You can mark which car you 
want if you win the bonus draw, and don't forget to look for 
the sticker that says you qualify for an early bird prize. That's 
loads of fun, and it makes you feel so virtuous to be an early 
bird. Sometimes you can choose where you want to go to 
receive your prize and what kind of reception you want when 
you get there, champagne luncheon in Montreal, gala dinner 
in Ottawa, brunch at Banff Springs Hotel. You are also 
supposed to choose your method of payment. Will you have 
your million in a lump, in annual increments for the next five 
years or in monthly payments for the next ten years. A whole 
fantasy life could be built around Reader's Digest and their 
miserable sales program. I know families who have spent 
hours trying to explain to grandparents that they have NOT 
won a million dollars and I know families who have settled 
estates and found boxes of unopened products that decent, 
honest, trusting people bought because they thought they 
were just one purchase away from winning a million. 

Usually I drop the offers straight into the garbage but 
several weeks ago I must have done something funny because 
I got a condensed book that I did not ask for or want. Maybe 
it was a bonus for paying my subscription. I marked the 
package "refused” and put it back in the mailbox. At the same 
time I saw, on the back cover of the magazine, an ad for a 
Music Book that I was interested in, I think I mailed a card 
requesting the music book. I don't really remember for sure. 

When we had the big snow storm we were without mail 
delivery for three days. When the mail did come, there were 
several RD envelopes and a card saying I had a parcel at the 
Post Office. I dropped a lot of things in the garbage and took 
the card with me to Carstairs PO. Donna reached up to get the 
package and I said, "not another miserable condensed book." 
"Do you want it returned?" she said. "I have a whole bunch of 
them going back." "Yes please," I answered and I left without 
the package.

Towns in Central Alberta join forces to compete

The town of Didsbury is tak¬ 
ing a step back from the au¬ 
tonomy and competitiveness 
that sometimes exists between 
small towns in Alberta. 

Instead of competing for busi¬ 
ness, the town has joined part¬ 
nership of other Central Alberta 


towns to bring business to the 
area. 

"We've all agreed that it 
doesn't matter which town it 
goes in, as long as it goes in 
Central Alberta,” says Evan Par¬ 
liament, town chief administra¬ 
tive officer. 

The partnership is called the 


Central Alberta Business Infor¬ 
mation Project, and it blossomed 
out of some informal meetings 
held at Olds College a couple of 
years ago. It is a joint agree¬ 
ment between 30 towns, includ¬ 
ing most in Mountain View 
County, and across the region 
as well as the Provincial De¬ 


partment of Economic Develop¬ 
ment. 

The official inauguration of 
the program took place last week 
and was attended by the Minis¬ 
ter of Economic Development, 
Pat Black. 

The program is designed to 
bolster economic activity in Cen¬ 
tral Alberta through making 
information available via differ¬ 
ent mediums. Perhaps the most 
progressive is the use of a inter¬ 
net business and community di¬ 
rectory. 

At a cost of 20 cents per 
capita, or $796 per year for the 
Town of Didsbury, Parliament 
feels the opportunity far out¬ 
weighs the small cost. 

A visit to the site, provides 
anyone with access to the Web 
the opportunity to search out 
Didsbury, all of its facilities, its 
business opportunities, its hous¬ 
ing availability, and what is 
needed to start a business in 
town. This information is avail¬ 
able on each of the communities 
involved. Also listed on the site 
is over 10,000 business that are 
parts of each community. It is a 
quick and easy way for anyone 
to find products or services, and 
is a boost to the local economy. 

The committee that created 
the site says they believe the 
network and listing is the big¬ 
gest in Alberta, and perhaps 


even Western Canada. 

Each community, along with 
the Chamber of Commerce, was 
responsible for collecting their 
own data on businesses and eco¬ 
nomic benefits of their commu¬ 
nity. Didsbury businesses filled 
out questionnaires requiring all 
their pertinent information. It 
was then compiled into 'post¬ 
cards' of information that can 
be accessed through an index. 

Parliament reports that there 
is still time for businesses to get 
their free listing, all they have 
to do is to contact him directly 
at the town office at 335-3391 or 
through e-mail at 

eparliament(a)telusplanet.net. 
Also, a massive six week news¬ 
paper advertising campaign has 
been launched to encourage peo¬ 
ple to visit the website. 

But, Parliament says the 
website is not the whole pic¬ 
ture. There will be innovative 
measures made to attract busi¬ 
ness and people to Central Al¬ 
berta. 

"When one Central Alberta 
community is successful in ex¬ 
panding and strengthening its 
business sector, we all benefit,” 
says Parliament. "This partner¬ 
ship allows communities to pool 
resources, expand promotional 
and marketing efforts and tai¬ 
lor programs to meet the spe¬ 
cific needs of Central Alberta."

This is a term I didn't even 
know until recently. FAQ's or 
Frequently Asked Questions. 
It's a handy little term. There 
are always things I get asked 
over and over and now I have a 
title to put them all under. 

The answer to these ques¬ 
tions changes sometimes, like 
the following FAQ. 

My cow died, what do 1 do 
now? 

This has been a question that 
1 have heard since 1980 when I 
joined the Alberta Veterinary 
Services Branch as it was know 
then. We used to just say, 'bring 
that cow in and we'll see if we 
can find out why she died.' Then 
we started saying, 'bring her in 
but don't forget your cheque 
book.' Now we say, 'please phone 
your private Veterinary Practi¬ 
tioner. They will find out what 
killed her.' 

Effective April 1, the Animal 
Health Labs Branch (AHLB) of 
Alberta Agriculture no longer 


accepts animals for routine post 
mortems. You are now asked to 
see your Veterinary Practitioner 
for this service. The Veterinary 
Practitioners of Alberta have been 
made aware of these changes and 
are in favour of this effort to 
allow for more privatization. 
Routine Post Mortems are now a 
service that the private sector is 
providing. 

Why did the Vet Lab close? 

We didn't. I hear this question 
all the time though. There are 
four Animal Health l^abs in the 
province of Alberta. As a prov¬ 
ince we probably have the best 
geographical service in the coun- 
tiy. There has never been a clo¬ 
sure of an Animal Health Lab in 
the history of the province, and 
no closures are planned. 

We do keep changing what we 
do. With the private sector tak¬ 
ing over diagnostics, the Labs 
will be concentrating on develop¬ 
ing needed information on key 
diseases for the Animal Industry 
to protect our export markets. 
We will also be able to concen¬ 
trate on significant production 


diseases. 

The resources of the AHLB 
that supported routine post 
mortems before are now being 
enlisted for the surveillance of 
diseases important to trade and 
production. Research projects 
dealing with these diseases will 
continue to be developed and ex¬ 
panded. All the AHLB Labs in 
the province remain open and 
staffed and will continue to sup¬ 
port the Veterinary Practition¬ 
ers of Alberta, and the Alberta 
Livestock Industry. 

Alberta Hemp Symposium 

Due to the overwhelming suc¬ 
cess of the first Alberta Hemp 
Symposium another one has been 
planned for April 3 at the 
Northlands Agricom in Edmon¬ 
ton. The day starts with regis 
tration at 8:30 a.m. Some of the 
issues to be covered are: regula¬ 
tions, growing hemp, potential 
for agricultural fibres, evaluat¬ 
ing textile properties of hemp, 
concerns regarding hemp mar¬ 
keting and much more. Call your 
district agriculture office for more 
details on this symposium. 


CWB Bulletin 

At a glance: 

• Public hearings into the CWB's level of services complaint 
against the railways begin next Monday in Saskatoon. The 
CWB will be the first to explain its case before the Canadian 
Transportation Agenty. As part of the case, 35 people (mostly 
farmers) are expected to intervene on the CWB's behalf, 
compared to one intervenor for the railways. The CWB expects 
to take three weeks to present evidence that both CN and CP 
Rail failed to provide an adequate level of rail service to farmers 
during the winter of 1996-97. 

•The CWB selected Weybum Inland Terminal (WIT) as the 
first winner of its "Quality First Program." The program was 
launched last year to encourage cleaner, more uniform ship¬ 
ments of grain to mills in the US. WIT was Western Canada's 
top performing supplier among all elevators for sales to the US 
in 1996-97. It set the industry standard for achieving 98% 
accuracy loading to specification. WIT's record of shipping 
quality product in a timely manner contributed significantly to 
farmer returns. 

•The Canadian International Grains Institute (CIGI) is 
holding its second Line Elevator Managers' Course this week. 
Twenty-three line elevator managers from across the Prairies 
are participating in the course to learn more about the grain 
industry in Canada and the role of the CWB. 

•The CWB released a Pool Return Outlook (PRO) for the 
1998-99 crop year on March 26. The same day, the CWB also 
released an Estimated Pool Return (EPR) for the 1997-98 crop 
year. The PRO and the EPR are price forecasts. As farmers 
complete their deliveries for the crop year, the EPR forecasts 
their final returns. As farmers look ahead, the PRO gives them 
an indication of market conditions for the upcoming crop year.

Primary elevator space averaged 24% across the Prairies 
last week. Manitoba elevators averaged 27% space, Saskatch¬ 
ewan elevators averaged 24% space and Alberta elevators 
averaged 22% space.

farmers

Bill C-4 must be amended to 
avoid having two classes of 
wheat farmers in Canada - On¬ 
tario farmers who have a choice 
in how they market their crops 
and western farmers who are 
chained to a monopoly, says 
Larry Maguire, President of the 
Western Canadian Wheat Grow¬ 
ers Association (WCWGA). 

Maguire says a recent deci¬ 
sion giving Ontario farmers the 
option to market wheat outside 
the Ontario Wheat Producers 
Marketing Board (OWPMB) has 
put western farmers in an intol¬ 
erable position. 

"It is inconceivable that we 
can tolerate a situation in 
Canada where professional busi¬ 
ness people, engaged in the same 
enterprise, can be made to oper¬ 
ate under such dramatically dif¬ 
fering arrangements," Maguire 
told a Senate hearing in Regina 
into the proposed new Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board (CWB) Act. 

In its submission, the 
WCWGA says Bill C-4 should be 
amended to provide western 
wheat producers a "Declared Off 
Board Alternative" identical to 
the Ontario program. He notes 
the decision by Ontario farmers 
to give themselves a choice 
would not be possible under the 
CWB governance structure. 

The WCWGA brief says the 
dramatic turn of events in On¬ 
tario has magnified the short¬ 
comings of Bill C-4. 

"The government must un¬ 
derstand that the adamant de¬ 
fence of the status quo is the 
voice of the past. It cannot sur¬ 
vive, and the Ontario situation 
has ensured its imminent end," 
said Maguire. 

Other major deficiencies in 
Bill C-4 are the so called "inclu¬ 
sion clause" and measures that 
place the Board under more 
strict government control. 

The inclusion clause, which 
provides a mechanism for crops 
to be added to the CWB mo¬ 
nopoly, will create uncertainty 
in non-board markets and com¬ 
promises Canada’s negotiating 
position in upcoming trade talks, 
says Maguire. 

"If the clause is triggered, it 
will lead to a bitter and divisive 
debate which will threaten in¬ 
vestment and development," he 
said. 

Maguire says government 
claims that Bill C-4 "democra¬ 
tizes" the Wheat Board are false. 
In fact, he says the legislation 
tightens federal control over 
the Wheat Board. With the gov¬ 
ernment appointing the CEO, 
five of the directors, and ap¬ 
proving the CWB’s operating 
plans. 

Unless the government is pre¬ 
pared to give western farmers a 
"Declared Off Board Alterna¬ 
tive," the Wheat Growers re¬ 
quest the legislation be delayed 
until the Estey Review on grain 
transportation is complete so 
that the implications of the 
Ontario decision can be studied 
further.

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Rolling cashflow forecaster

A couple of weeks ago, I visited 
a family farm near Calgary. Bill 
and Janice Johnson (not their real 
names) had asked me to help them 
look at their finances. Bill said 
that they seemed to be "paying last 
month's expenses with next 
month's revenues." In fact, the 
operating loan was sneaking up 
towards the maximum and there 
were fuel, feed and utility bills to 
pay 

Bill has been using his bank's 
computerized farm financial plan¬ 
ning program for years, but it only 
does quarterly cash flow projec¬ 
tions. The Johnson's revenuecomes 
from a medium-sized broiler op¬ 
eration as well as from grain. They 
sell chickens about six times a 
year, so the quarterly cashflow 
forecast didn't really tell them 
much. Another problem was that 
their bank program covers only 
one calendar year, so that in No¬ 
vember and December they had no 


way of knowing whether there 
would be enough cash in January 
and February. 

Luckily, Bill and Janice have a 
computer and some basic compu¬ 
ter skills. In a couple of hours I 
helped them design a method of 
projecting cashflows that make 
sense for their situation. We started 
with the four categories of cash 
management: farm revenue and 
expenses, personal contributions 
and withdrawals, capital purchases 
and sales, and borrowing activi¬ 
ties. After adding net cash flow, 
bank account and operating loan 
calculations, we set things up on a 
monthly basis, instead of quar¬ 
terly. This way the Johnson's 
cashflow projections should relate 
much more directly to their actual 
cash transactions. 

To deal with the problem of 
being able to project only for a 
calendar year, we set up the 
spreadsheet to roll ahead each 
month. After a month's cash activi¬ 
ties are complete, the column for 


that month is deleted and a column 
for another month is added to the 
right-hand side of the sheet. This 
way the whole spreadsheet 'shifts' 
to the left and the current month is 
always first on the left-hand side. 
Because this process only fore¬ 
casts cashflow (not annual totals 
or profitability) it can use any 
number of months. The Johnsons 
have decided to project 13 months 
to make sure that they always 
show their annual mortgage pay¬ 
ments. 

The keys to Bill and Janice's 
accomplishment are several. First 
of all, they have an important 
reason to adopt a new practice and 
some new technology. Secondly, 
they have a computer and basic 
computer skills, and finally, they 
now have the right tool to help 
them with their most important 
issue-managing their cash. 

Learning to forecast their 
cashflow isn't the complete answer 
to the Johnson's financial prob¬ 
lems. But if Bill and Janice can 


successfully predict the 'tight 
spots' in their cashflow, make 
some adjustments in their mar¬ 
keting and spending plans, and 
keep their banker better in¬ 
formed, they will have taken the 
first step toward financial re¬ 


covery. 

If you'd like a copy of the 
Johnson's "Rolling Cashflow 
Forecaster," let me know. It's 
very simple and can be adapted 
with almost any computer 
spreadsheet program.

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The average Canadian will pay $500,000 In taxes 


The average Canadian will 
pay $500,000 in taxes between 
the ages of 18 and 65. 

What's worse is that most 
people overpay their personal 
income tax year in and year 
out and don't even know it. 

Almost every Canadian can 
benefit from a little tax knowl¬ 
edge. In Canada, we have a tax 
system that does more than 
collect taxes from the masses: 
it also redistributes income to 
the poor and the working poor. 
For some, the tax return is an 
application for new monthly 
income, or the source of tax 
savings against future income. 
Even if you have little or no 
income, if you are over the age 
of 18 you should be filing a tax 
return to take advantage of a 
series of refundable tax cred¬ 
its, available through both the 
federal and certain provincial 
governments. 

For these reasons filing an 
income tax return can be the 
most important financial 
transaction of the year. How¬ 
ever, many Canadians look 
upon tax season with dread, 
unfortunately. 

According to Evelyn Jacks, 
the best-selling author of 201 
Easy Ways to Reduce your 
Taxes and Jacks on Tax Sav¬ 
ings, there are 12 simple 
'starter' tax tips every family 
should follow every year: al¬ 
ways file a tax return; always 
prepare family tax returns to¬ 
gether; review prior-filed tax 
returns; create RRSP room; 


always file on time; know who 
must file; declare your foreign 
assets; use the T1 General tax 
form; get the family involved 
in tax-wise savings; force your¬ 
self to invest your tax savings; 
rethink your spending deci¬ 
sions; and spread the wealth 
within the family. 

"Most people know and un¬ 
derstand that they must file a 
tax return every year, or face 
financial consequences. How¬ 
ever, tax filing time is no time 
to plan to reduce the level of 
your tax bill. To minimize your 
lifetime tax bill, it is the plan¬ 
ning you do throughout the 
year that will reap you the 
kind of tax savings you might 
think your neighbours are 
getting," said Jacks. 

Highlights in taxes for 1997 
encompass a myriad of family 
tax situations: 

The New Refundable Medi¬ 
cal Expense Supplement: in¬ 
crease your refund by up to 
$500 with this new credit for 
low income families with high 
medical bills. 

Marital Reconciliation: Par¬ 
ents who separate during the 
year but reconciled before year 
end may claim the Equivalent- 
to-Spouse amount if they do 
not also claim the Spousal 
Amount. 

Disability Tax Credits: May 
be claimed for severely disa¬ 
bled persons even if medical 
expense claims for attendant 
care are as high as $10,000. 

Child Support Recipients: 


Single parents may have been 
in receipt of Tax Free Child 
Support after April 30, 1997, 
resulting in a lower net in¬ 
come. This could increase 
claims for Child Tax Benefits, 
GST Credits, and Medical Ex¬ 
pense Credits. 

Students: Claim the newly 
increased $150 a month edu¬ 
cation tax credit and consider 
carrying forward unused tui¬ 
tion and education credits. 

Seniors: who convert RRSP 
holdings to RRIFs will need to 
recalculate their instalment 
payments for fall of 1998. 

As with personal income 
tax, Jacks, also author of The 
Complete Canadian Home 
Business Guide to Taxes, 
stresses year-round tax plan¬ 
ning for the small and home 
business owner. 

"There are some basic guide¬ 
lines that every taxpayer 
should be wise to follow," said 
Jacks. 

Some of Jacks suggestions 
to small and home-based 
business owners include: 
know your tax-free zone; split 
business income to family 
members; pay your own 
source deductions; create 
your own retirement plan; 
protect yourself in case of 
disability; protect your fam¬ 
ily in case of your death; 
nurture you business inter¬ 
ests; pay tax in the province 
in which your business is 
located; always make deci¬ 
sions with a tax viewpoint; 


And, remember, everything tax-exempt principal resi- 
has a value, including your dence.

"We are so pleased with the 
new licensing system. It's re¬ 
ally idiot proof," said Susan 
O'Connor, owner/operator of 
the Lodgepole General Store 
who sold the first license. 

"We have been selling hunt¬ 
ing and fishing licenses for more 
than 10 years, and we wanted 
to continue to offer that service 
to our customers. 

"At first we were very con¬ 
cerned about the amount of 
money that we would have to 
invest in the system. But we 
see now that it will really 
streamline our operations - par¬ 
ticularly during hunting sea¬ 
son," she said. 

There were 112 issuers who 
signed on to the new system 
during its first day of opera¬ 
tions, completing 539 commer¬ 
cial transactions. Sales of Wild¬ 
life Identification Number 
cards, hunting and fishing li¬ 
censes were made across Al¬ 
berta, in centres spanning from 
Fort McMurray to Lethbridge. 

Information Systems Man¬ 
agement Corporation (ISM), 
and IBM Global Services com¬ 
pany, was selected in 1997 by 
Alberta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion through a competitive bid 
process to manage the sale of 
Alberta recreational fishing 
and hunting licenses. 

Jack Morris, ISM's director 
of the recreational license man¬ 
agement project, identified the 
wide geographic spread of busi¬ 
nesses who have already sub¬ 
mitted their applications to be 
license issuers. 

"Asofyesterday (March 16) - 
our first official day of business 
- we had formally concluded 
contracts with 298 different 
outlets in more than 155 cities, 
towns or villages across the 
province," he said. 

"Our first obligation was to 
provide issuers under the pre¬ 
vious (unautomated) system, 
the opportunity to become ap¬ 
proved license issuers under 
the new on-line system. 

"With the deadline for appli¬ 
cations now having passed, we 
have opened the application 
process up to any Alberta com¬ 
pany wishing to become an is¬ 
suer. This will further 
strengthen the coverage to meet 
the needs of the hunters and 
anglers," Morris said. 

Licenses will now only be 
available through private au¬ 
thorized issuers. 

"The range of businesses 
seeking to offer licensing serv¬ 
ices extends from a significant 
number of smaller privately 


Morris indicated that all 
businesses who registered with 
ISM by March 16 will have their 
computer equipment delivered 
by the end of the month, ready 
for the start of the new recrea¬ 
tional license year on April 1. 

"Anyone wishing to know 
where their nearest authorized 
issuer is located can check with 
our toll-free information line 
at 1-888-944-5494," said Mor¬ 
ris. 

To facilitate the develop¬ 
ment of the hunting and fish¬ 
ing data base, a new Wildlife 
Identification Number (WIN) 
card will be introduced this year 
for each participating sports 
person. These plastic WIN cards 
will have a magnetic stripe, 
similar to a charge card, on 
which will be embedded the 
individual's assigned WIN 
number. 

Hunters and anglers must 
purchase a WIN card before 
buying new hunting or fishing 
licenses. 

Although hunters have been 
assigned WIN numbers for 
some years, this is the first time 
that anglers will need a WIN 
card before they can obtain a 
license. 

Under the new system, hunt¬ 
ers will keep their current sta¬ 
tus and priority for draws. 

The cost of a WIN card will 
be $8 for a period of five years. 
It is renewable for $4 for a fur¬ 
ther five years, which amounts 
to only $1.20 per year.

Mark Roy knows exactly where 
he'll be on July 12 - sitting on his 
bulldogging horse at the Calgary 
Stampede. 

He put that down on his itin¬ 
erary late in the afternoon of 
March 22, after accepting the 
Budweiser jacket of champions 
at Calgary's spring indoor rodeo 
at the Corral. 

The former world champion 
won Rodeo Royal's steer wres¬ 
tling with a two-run time of 7.9 
seconds. Not only did it pay him 
nearly $4,000 in prize money, 
but it also gave the outgoing 39- 
year-old Dalemead, AB, cowboy a 
bye into the summer Calgary 
Stampede's $50,000 bonus 
round. 

"I've never had very good luck 
there," he said, "but maybe this is 
my turn. I've only made the final 
four once; I think I've made the 
final 10 four times and it seemed 
like I just flustered myself; some¬ 
thing went wrong." 

"I think I know what I need to 
do when I get there now, hell, 
I'm old enough, I've watched it 
enough times." 

Joining Roy on the Rodeo 
Royal podium were bareback 
rider Roger Lacasse, bronc 
rider Glen O’Neill of Water 
Valley, bullrider Clint Ostrem, 
calf roper Tim Williamson and 
Montana barrel racer Lisa 
Scheffer. 

They too received passes into 
the Stampede’s final-day show¬ 
down for rodeo's richest one- 
day prize. 

They already have company 
in the defending world and Ca¬ 
nadian champions. With three 
seeds already filled in the 10- 
contestant event finals, the 
other seven will emerge from 
the Stampede average. 

"This takes all the pressure 
off the rest of the rodeo," said 
Roy. 

"This year I can come to the 
Stampede, relax and just have 
fun in the rodeo part of it rather 
than walking around needing 
to do good to get into the Sun¬ 
day deal." 

Lacasse, on the other hand, 
was pretty confident coming 
into the indoor rodeo. And his 
confidence paid off at both Cal¬ 
gary and the Medicine Hat 
Spring Pro Rodeo. He won both, 
taking home $4,454 for his ef¬ 
forts. 

Lacasse had it all figured out 
when he bounced into the 
Corral for the finals of Rodeo 
Royal. 

He'd win the bareback rid¬ 
ing; O'Neill would take the 
bronc riding. 

"I told Glen in the dressing 
room,' said Lacasse. "He said 
Right mate, let's go do it.'" 

The Quebec-raised bareback 
rider had reason for his opti¬ 
mism. 

He'd won first at this same 
rodeo three years ago, riding 
the snappy bay mare, Stampede 
Dancer. And he'd drawn 
Dancer again this time. Lacasse 
also remembered that O'Neill 
won the bronc riding that same 
year, and was looking to repeat 
as well. 

So, when the gate cracked, 


Lacasse was ready to keep his 
end of the bargain. And he did, 
posting an 83 for a total of 162 
points on two. 

Then, it was up to O'Neill. 
But he wasn't quite as confi¬ 
dent. 

"I kinda thought I was riding 
for second or third," said the 
Australian-raised twister. 

"Jess Martin had Zorro Ban¬ 
dit and Dan Mortensen had

Because of the higher subsidies, some day cares 
will get more funding. 

Some day cares have announced they will increase 
their fees. This information will help you evaluate 
any proposed fee increases: 

In your area, day care fees (prior to April 1, 
1998) range from $330 to $490 per month. 

The impact of the funding changes will range 
from a $30 loss to a $28 gain per child. 


If your fees are increasing more than this, there may 
be other factors involved.
